YOKOHAMA, 

Advices have been received this day, via San Francisco, to 
24th June, but the mail is only partially delivered. 

: The following summary is from the Japan Herald of 23rd

The principal item of intelligence is the opening of the As- 
sembly of oe arin Prefects of the Empire, on the 20th inst., 
by the Mikado in person. 

It is rumoured that Bon efforts are being made to induce 
the Mikado to visit Yesso and the new settlements in the 
island, but as yet nothing is decided.

Our import market still remains very dull, but a large business 
has been transacted in tea, prices ee firm. But few 
transactions have taken place, but samples of the new crop are 
shortly expected. 

The Nichi Nicht Shimbun gives the following text of H.M. 
the Mikado’s address to the nation on the occasion of the ap- 
proaching opening of the meeting of the provincial authori- 
ties :— 

In accordance with the oaths We took upon ascending Our Imperial 
Throne, We now summon to their deliberations the representatives of 
Our subjects, 
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It is Our wish that they should amply discuss and determine upon 
such new measures as may be thought necessary fof the welfare of the 
people, and thus facilitate the administration of Our domestic concerns, 
and further, that Government and Governed nitgy be of one mind, and 
that the voice of the latter may thus find access to Ourselves. 

It is hoped that all men may feel a due sense of the duties they owe 
to the State, and that the chief magistrates of cities 4nd provinces will 
maturely consider and weigh well such projects as may be submitted 
to them for promoting the welfare and advancement of Our Enipire. 
The delibefations of thé Assembly shall be guided by the rules made 
for ita constitution, and such bye-laws as are now made known.

-gistrate, being also on the Bench,—a suit was commenced against 

aptain Brown, the master of the British steamer Ocean, on be- 
half of the relatives of sixty-three persons drowned in the col- 

‘Rision of the Fusing with that vessel on the 4th April. The 
‘damages were laid at Tls. 63,000. The Court stands adjourned 
‘till Friday next. 
_ The case of the steamship Fusing v. the steamship Ocean. 
‘was again before Sir Edmund Hornby at the Supreme Court on 
‘Thursday, for the purpose of hearing arguments on an applica- 
“tion on the part of the plaintiffs to amend the petition by alter- 
ing the opening paragraph as follows :—“ The petition of Ton 
. King-sing, of Shanghai, merchant, on behalf of himself an 
‘others, owners of the Chinese steamship or vessel called the 
Fusing, and of the cargo on board thereof, and of the master 
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and crew thereof, and of the passengers thereon, for their money’ 
clothes, and private effects.” Messrs. Wainewright and Hannen 
for the Ocean opposed the application, but after an hour’s argu- 
ment consented to accept the amended petition on condition that 
the answer should also be amended, as subjoined :—In clause 
5, by the addition of the words, “The Ocean herself sustained 
extensive injury by the said collision,” and in clause 9, “The 
owners of the said steamship (Fusing) are Chinese, and are not 
within the jurisdiction of the Honourable Court.” The plead- 
ings being thus amended, the next question to be argued was 
whether the words, “and of the master and crew thereof, and 
the passengers thereon (the Fusing) for their money, clothes, 
and private effects,” should be inserted in the decree of the 
Court, on the further application of Messrs. Drummond and 
Eames on behalf of the plaintiffs. Mr. Hannen, contra, con- 
tended that no case whatever had been cited on the other side, 
showing that the officers, crew, and passengers were entitled to 
any remedy in acase where both ships were held to blame. He 
had taken care to look into the cases bearing on the point, but 
there was not a single case in any of the books which made the 
concession in favourof the officers and crew, where both ships were 
to blame, and with regard to the passengers they must be dealt 
with by common law, and not by Admiralty rule. In support 
of this contention, he referred the Court to a number of cases. 
Mr. Drummond, in reply, said the real point of the case seemed 
to be that there were a parties concerned—the owners of the 
Fusing, the owners of cargo, the passengers, and the officers 
and crew. The application now made was that the owne 
the passengers, anal crew should have their damages add 
together and entered in the decree to go before the Regis- 
trar and Merchants. If the owners of the cargo were en- 
titled to recover by Admiralty rule, he contended that the 
passengers, who stood in similar relation to the ship, were 
equally entitled, and that these claims must be settled by 
Admiralty rule, and not by common law. With respect to 
the crew, they were in the same position as the owners of 
the ship. The gist of the whole question was as to the con- 
tributory negligence of the plaintiffs ; for contributory negli- 
ence, although a bar at common law, was not so in Admiralty. 
e submitted that the decree should be settled in the way he had 
now presented it to the Court, when any question arose upon it 
it could come on at a future stage—on appeal, perhaps; from the 
Registrar and merchants. At the close of a lengthy, but strictly 
legal argument, the Court took time to consider the points 


FOOCHOW. 

The following is from the Foochow Herald :—~ 

H.B.M.’s gunboats Growler and Midge are now in port, await- 
ing an inspection by Admiral Ryder. From Tamsui we learn 
that the tea-crop is very inferior, owing to the heavy rain expe- 
rienced during the recent picking. : 

Advices from Tai Wan-foo refer to a recent heavy engage- 
ment between the Imperialists and the Aborigines, resulting in 
the abandonment of an entrenched position by the former. With 
characteristic veracity, the Chinese claim a victory. The fleet 
of tea steamers assembled at the Ancho are attracting con- 
siderable attention. For steam power, the preference ap 
to be given to the State of Virginva, but we are inclined to back 
the Glenfinlas and Braemar Castle. 

The review of Bow and Arrow troops, in garrison, commenced 
on the 29th at the South Camp, and was continued on the fol- 
lowing day. Asa semi theatrical display it was somewhat im- 
posing. Asa military effort, supremely ridiculous. 

A letter from Amoy says :—There is a t dearth of general 
news in Amoy. Everything appears to be at a standstill, and 
under the influence of the great heat. The Esmeralda is de- 
layed on account of the coolies declining to leave till after the 
Dragon festival. The British Consulate and Custom-house are 
to be pulled down shortly and rebuilt. The master and chief 
officer of a Spanish steamer here have got themselves into trouble 
for most inhumanly coal-tarring a poor wretch of a coolie who 
was straying on board.’ I may mention that the effect of such 
treatment is almost equivalent to flaying a man alive, as the tar 
acts as a powerful caustic. The unfortunate victim of this brutal 
assault presented himself at the Chinese Hospital in a most 
pitiable state, and was well looked after by the doctors. 





HONG KONG. 

The following summary is from the China Mad :— 

The steamers Leonor antl Albay were undocked yesterday 
afternoon (11th), and were both found to be tight and seaworthy, 
The former will shortly be ready for sea, but the latter has a 
good portion of her port quarter to plate yet ; she will also have 
to dock again to receive her propeller. The speed with which 
the work on these two steamers has been done, more especially 
the plating and its quality, which could not be surpassed, re- 
flects great credit on Mr. Jacob Stevens, the iron shipbuilder of 
Kooloon Docks, who, in the face of the many difficulties he has 
had with his workmen in the shape of strikes, &c., has fulfilled 
his portion of the work in very little more time than it could 
have been done in Europe. This, again, shows the public what 
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the Dock Company are capable of doing, and we may soon see 
them building steamers of 300 or 400 tons burden at their Kow- 
loon Establishment. The cabins and deck-houses, &c., of the 
above-named steamers are being fitted. up in a superior style, 
under the able direction of Mr. J. G. Liddell, the superin- 
tendent of this establishment, and we hope soon to see both 
vessels on their old route again.

Some excitement was caused in the Colony on the 14th by the 
receipt of intelligence to the effect that the s.8, Carisbrooke (Capt. 
Scott) had been seized, as was alleged, in the act of smuggling 
off Hainan, by the Chinese gunboat Peng-chao-hat, and taken by 
her to Canton. The facts, so far as we have yet been able toas- 
certain, are as follows :— 

The Carisbrooke is owned by the members of the Man Hit 
firm at Singapore, who are British subjects, in conjunction 
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the Rajah of Tunga. She left that place on the 3rd inst. with a 
general cargo, which included a good deal of opium, and about 
400 passengers, intending to call at Hainan on her way up. It

IMPORTS. 

YoxouamMa Jung 23.—The Import Market shows no change for the 
better, and with exception of 9 lbs. Shirtings, Prints, Lawns, and 
Mousselines, there has been virtually nothing doing. Metals have been 
very quiet, and stocks are increasing, In Sugar the transactions have 
been unimportant ; holders of Brown Sugar are firm for higher rates, 
asking 15 to 20 cents in advance of the nominal quotations. 

Hiogo, June 23.—Deliveries, in the aggregate, are somewhat larger 
than last month,\but quotations generally are not improved. Cottons.— 
Grey Shirtings: Business has been almost exclusively confined to sales 
by Chinese of low quality goods, and these descriptions are weaker ; 
the better chops maintaining their value. Turkey Reds: A fair busi- 
ness has been done, but there appears to be rather less demand at 
closing. A few deliveries of Black Velvets are reported at the low rates 
quoted. Victoria Lawns have continued in fair inquiry, and a slight 
advance has been established. Worsteds and Woollens: Black Lastings 
are again weaker. Black Orleans: Sales are principally of 30 yards, 


imported from China. Mousselines de Laine have been in good request,. 


but at cloaing the demand has slackened. Iron: No sales of any im- 
portance have taken place, and the market is declining. Sugar has 
been dealt in to a larger extent, at improved prices for white, Kero- 
sine Oil: The arrival of the Armenia has brought a large addition to 
the stock, and prices are entirely nominal. 

SHANGHAI.—Piece Goods: At the auction held on the 8th inst, 
Scarlet Long Ells showed a rise of over 2m. 5c. per piece, while Scarlet, 
Gentian, and Dark Blue Camlets were sold at 8 to 5 mace per piece 
improvement, and Spanish Stripes at 2c. per yard or so ; and 8-lbs.. 
Peacock Grey Shirtings realised Tls. 1.61 to 1.613 per piece; and so 
with the other goods exposed for sale, Mahommedan Cloths, White 
Shirtings, and Jeans being the only fabrics which did not bring full

Since issue of last circular, the ship- 
ments of tea from this port have amounted to 1,448,019 Ibs., as fol- 
lows ; P. and O.S. Malacca, on the 9th inst., 46,364 lbs. for New 
York, via Suez Canal ; per P.M.S. China, on the 11th, 185,937 lbs, for 
New York ; 113,191 lbs. for San Francisco, 70,191 lbs. for Boston, and 
58,577 lbs. for Chicago ; per O. and 0.S. Oceanic, on the 13th, 487,771 
lbs. for New York, 220,707 lbs. for San Francisco, 19,771 lbs. for 
Boston, 239,910 lbs, for Chicago, and 5,600 lbs. for Milwaukee. Quota- 
tions :—Good common, $27 to 80 ; medium, $31 to 33 ; good medium 
$84 to 36; fine, $37 to 39; finest, $40 to 42 per picul ; choice, very 
searce, nominal. 

Smancual.—Black has arrived to this market in moderate quanti- 
ties during the past week, and chiefly from the Hohow and Ningchow 
districts ; very few Hankow Teas have as yet beeu sent down. The 
business done here so far has been extremely small, and an attempt by 
the teamen to enforce an oppressive change in the mode of payment 
has had some effect in holding buyers aloof. For such small pur- 
chases as have been effected, we consider prices are rather lower then 
those paid at up river. A few Shongtam Teas are held for very high 
rates. Prices for Hohows range from Tis. 22 to 23, and for Ningchows 
Tis, 31 to 40, but the market is weak.

Green: There is but little to add to last 
report ; the season generally will be later than that of last year, but 
musters of Fychows and Ningpo packed Pingsueys are expected in 
about a week, and Teekais towards the middle of July. . 

Foocnow.—In the early part of the fortnight a considerable busi- 
neas was transacted in Panyong Teas at prices ranging from Tls. 24 to 
$6, showing an advance of fully three Tis. on last year’s opening rates. 
Buyers were unwilling to support these rates, and operated slowly. 
The market for Saryune Congou was opened on the 3rd June by the

THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 

(July 26th.) Sir G. CampBei. asked the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether at the very time when the Indian Government 
had been pressing on one side for access to the scene of the murder of 
the late Mr. Margary, under circumstances which had occasioned great 
complications on the other side, where we had already direct relations 
with the Chinese Government, an inquiry by British officers into the 
circumstances of the murder, to which that Government had consented, 
was now delayed for no other reason than the heat of the weather ; and, 
if s0, whether Her Majesty's Government would consider the neceasity 
of insisting on greater expedition ; and whether it was true, as stated 
in some of the public prints, that a pecuniary indemnity for Mr. Mar- 
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gary’s death had been sought at the hands of the Chinese Government ; 
if so, who had suffered pecuniary loss by that sad occurrence, and for 
whose benefit an indemnity was sought. 

Mr. Bourke said that no doubt the heat of the weather in China had 
been the reason for deferring the inquiry referred to, because it was the 
first duty of Mr. Wade to consider the health of the persons under him. 
The mission would probably start before long ; but there were other 
causes besides the hot weather which prevented it from starting-— 
causes, namely, which related to the state of the country both on the 
side of Burmah and of China, as well as other considerations. With 
regard to the indemnity, until all the negotiations were completed the 
Government did not think it would be desirable to make any publie 
atnouncement upon the subject. (Hear, hear.) 


THE Sirk TRaDE aT NEw Yorxk.—Messrs. B. Richardson and San’s 
Circular states :—The business of the last month has only been mode- 
rate, owing partly to the season and ly to lack af best es of 
stock.

THE Turkestan Gazette relates a diplomatic difficulty which is at pre- 
sent engaging the Governments of Russia and China.

THE Paris correspondent of the Echo writes :—“ Another distinguished 

, foreigner is in our midst, Prince Raden-Salch of Java. This, however, 
is not his first visit. He came to Paris in 1848, and stopped three 
years, during which he studied painting under Horace Vernet, and ex- 

ibited some very fair canvases. He is said to be quite a Parisian in 
his manners and tastes. The object of his present visit to ‘le peuple le 
plus spirituel de la terre’ is divulged by the irrepressible Figaro. It 
appears our Javan Prince got married a few months ago to a young lady 
who, although possessing all that personal attractions can supply, never- 
theless requires a little polishing up ; so he has brought her to Paris to 
teach her ‘les mantéres du grand monde.'" 

THE following curious statement is made by the Paris correspondent 
of the Pall Mall (Gazette :—“ A missionary, the Rev. Father Rémy, has 
just arrived here from Thibet, where he seems to have made a number 
of conversions under rather peculiar circumstances. He was condemned 
to be quartered, and his legs and arms were duly attached to four horses 
of the country. The Abbé is said to be a very powerful man, and either 
his limbs must be uncommonly strong or the horses employed to quarter 
him have been uncommonly weak, for he resisted all their efforts. His 
persecutors, we are told, struck with admiration, embraced the martyr 
and Christianity. This is certainly a great triumph for that species of 
religion called muscular.” 

WHEN the P. and O. steamer Gwalior broke down 150 miles from 
Hong Kong, was unable to sail, and drifted down to Hainan, where 
she anchored, a boat sent in charge of the second officer (Mr. F. H. 
Seymour) to Macao for assistance was overhauled and robbed by pirates 
on the way, but through his courageous conduct was allowed to pro- 
oeed, and eventually reached its destination. The directors of the 
Company have presented a gold watch to Mr. Seymour in recognition 
of his services on the occasion. 

THE Japanese Minister at Washington has informed the Secretary of 
State that two of the persons recently appointed by Japan as Commis- 
sioners to represent the interests of that country at the Centennial 
Exhibition have arrived in Washington, and he requests that they may 
be put in communication with the proper officials of the Exhibition. | 

At the Royal College of Surgeons, on the 23rd July, James King- 
ston Barton, son of Dr. Barton, Shanghai, was duly passed.

Of the several Exhibitions by the different countries, if we 
except that of France, which has of course been made as complete 
as possible, those of Russia and Austria-Hungary are the most 
noteworthy, overflowing, not only into annexes in the upper 
storeys, but into temporary buildings on the terrace, and repre- 
senting very fully the state of geographical science in those 
countries. Germany has sent a fine collection, especially from 
the well-known private geographical establishments which have 
done so much to diffuse a knowledge of geography ; Sweden and 
Norway, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, Italy and Switzerland 
have also well arranged collections of great merit ; and Spain, 
Turkey, Chili, the Argentine Republic, the Sandwich Islands, 
and far distant Japan have sent contributions. The interna- 
tional juries appointed to select those exhibitors who are to 
receive honoura and distinctions not having yet made their 
awards, it would be invidious to make any comparison between 
the objects of the same class exhibited by different countries— 
this must be reserved for a future occasion ; but we cannot help 
noticing here with satisfaction that the collections exhibited by 
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plete as they are, show that our official maps and charts are still 
unrivalled. We can, perhaps, best convey to the reader a general 
jmpression of the scope and nature of the exhibition by passing 
each country under review, and noticing that which is most 
worthy of remark in each of the several groups. 
' Russia has been specially happy in the selection of her com- 
missioner, M. de Khanikof, the veteran geographer, who was at 
Bokhara when Conolly and Stoddart met their untimely end, and 
to his loving care much of the success of the section must be 
ascribed, The most remarkable as well as the most interesting 
feature of the Russian section is the collection of maps, sketches, 
and photographs from Central Asia, which conveys a vivid im- 
preasion of the geography, the people, and the scenery of a part 
of the world that a few years ago was almost a sealed book. We 
find here maps of the Trans-Caspian district of the ancient bed 
of the Oxus (Amu Darya), of the province of Turkestan, and of 
the Zerefshan, Naryn, and Kulja districts ; plans of Tashkend, 
Samarcand, Kulja, Khiva, and other towns ; the results of the 
surveys made sty, great difficulty during the Khivan campaign, 
including itinerariesof the routes followed by the several columns, 
and Colonel Skobelef’s daring reconnaissance in the Turkman 
Steppe; and the recent surveysjof portions of the Ust Urt and the 
delta of the Oxus made under the auspices of the Imperial Geo- 
phical Society. Among the photographs is the great album of 
frorkestan in four volumes, prepared by order of General Kauf- 
mann, to illustrate the archeology, ethnology, industries, and his- 
tory of the province over which he rules; the Geographical Society 
also contributes a valuable series of photographs, and those who 
wish may study at ease the various types of Central Asia—Khivan 
and Bokharidt Jews, the gipsies of Khiva, Jajiks, Uzbegs, Kir- 
ghiz, &c., as well as their manners and customs, or admire the 
scenery of the dreary steppes, the fertile valleys, and the lofty 
ranges of Turkestan. We may also notice some spirited sketches 
e during Petrovski’s ill-fated expedition against Khiva in 
1837, which present a vivid picture of the hardships attendant 
upon a winter campaign in the steppe. There are also four cases 
of Khivan loot, taken from the nalace of the Khan, consisting of 
roughly finished gold ornaments, enriched with pearls, emeralds, 
turquoise, coral, and tiger teeth. 

In Group I. there are some good portable astronomical and 
surveying instruments ; two large maps showing the trigono- 
metrical operations connected with the measurement of the great 
arc of 69°, which extends from Valentia on the west coast of Ire- 
land to Orsk in Russia; specimens of the maps on several scales 
prepared by the War Department, including the great topo- 

phical map of the ge ; and the published works of Lutke, 
Bohubert, and Struve. Under Hydrography appear two interest- 
ing charts—one of Lake Ladoga, with sections and lines of equal 
depth ; and a similiar one of the Caspian, showing in addition 
the discrepancies in outline between the several surveys executed 
from the end of the eighteenth century to the present day ; how 
far these discrepancies are due to errors in survey, and how far 
to changes in the form of the sea would form an interesting sub- 
ject for examination. In Group V. there is a good collection of 

e statistical maps issued by the public departments in Russia, 
conveying to the eye at once impressions that could not beobtained 
hy days of weary poring over dry figures; and a map prepared 
by the Topographical Section of Orenburg, which shows in dif- 
ferent colours the routes followed by the several Kirghiz tribes 
in their winter and summer migrations. The last group includes 
the results of the travels of Fedchenko, Prjevalsky, Semenof 
and Severtsof ; noble records of personal daring and successful) 
exploration which made us long for the time when England 
would be sending out knights errant of the same type, and have 
cast away the system of using cat’s paws in the shape of Havil- 
dars and Mirzas to pluck the Central Asian chestnuts out of the 
fire for her. As far as regards her maps Russia still seems to 
favour the system of dull heavy colouring which obscures the 
detail without giving proportionate relief, but the actual work 
of the survey reflects the greatest credit on the officers of the 
Russian Statf. Before leaving Russia we would draw attention 
to the excellent contributions of Iliine of St. Petersburg to the 
geological, statistical, and educational groups, and to some 
characteristic statuettes of Russian and Central Asian types ex- 
hibited by Schindhelm. 

Sweden and Norway, whose interests are watched over by no 
less than six commissioners, contribute diagrams of the great 
triangulation of the country, and specimens of the maps on 
various scales prepared by the officers of the general staff, with 
examples of some of the processes used in the production of 
maps. In Group II. are the Government charts, patent logs, 
deep sea sounding apparatus, and ial charts of the fishin 
banks off the coast of Norway. In Group III. there is a usef 
map, showing the distribution of the meteorological stations in 
Norway, and indicating by colour the instruments in use at each 
station ; as well as one of painful interest on which can be 
traced the havoc which has been wrought among the Norwegian 
churches by thunderstorms. The same country contributes what 
is perhaps the principal feature of the joint exhibition—a very 
clear ane well-executed series of statistical maps on which are 
shown details connected with the population, such as marriages, 


legitimate births, deaths, emigration, immigration, &. ; foresta, 
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fisheries, mines, &c., and the operations of the mercantile marine. 
Maps of this class can rarely be produced except by a Govern- 
ment department having the necessary machinery, and we fear 
it will be long before England, which ae so much to private 
enterprise, will be provided with a similar series of maps to 
illustrate the heavy volumes of statistics which are annually in- 
creasing in number. Under Group VII. are classed—a cast of 
the great meteorite, found by Nordenskiold in Greenland ; a 
collection of objects brought by the Gulf Stream to the shores 
of Spitzbergen ; and the results of the Swedish expeditions to 
i preeidiee and Jan Mayen, accompanied by a number of good 
photographs. 

In Denmark the General Staff head the catalogue with i- 

mens of the topographical map of Denmark, which yields to 
none in careful execution; and Tegner, of Copenhagen, adds 
some sheets of the Cadastral Survey, which is now more than 
half completed. Hydrography and Meteorology are well repre- 
sented by the publications of the several departments, but Group 
IV. is most attractive, including as it does many relics, on a 
small wooden cross, of the Scandinavian colonies in Greenland, 

crania from the Greenland tombs, documents relating to the 
discovery of America by the Scandinavians, a collection of old 
works saree to Greenland, and a number of objects illustrating 

the present life, habits, dress, &c., of the Greenlanders. We. 
must not forget to mention that Iceland has forwarded several 

maps for Group VI., and that the walls of the Danish room are 

enlivened by some good sketches of the coasts of Greenland and 

Denmark. . 

Great Britain.—Our own maps and charts are so well known 
that it is needless to particularise them here, and it will suffice 
to say that the Ordnance Survey, the War-office, the Admiralty, 
the India-office, the School of Military Engineering at Chatham, 
and the Meteorological-office have each sent examples of their 
work. Unfortunately, the difficulty about the Commissioner 
appears to have left little time for special preparation, and the 
arrangement of the specimens on the walls shows traces of the 
haste with which everything has been carried out. Still our 
great national survey attracts the attention it deserves, and the 
engraving of the one-inch and six-inch maps is much 
by connoisseurs. 

The Ordnance Survey models, maps, and photographs of Jeru- 
salem and Sinai, as well as a series of frames, exhibited by the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, which contain MS. maps and draw- 
ings by Wilson, Anderson, Warren, Conder and Ganneau, are 
exhibited under Group VII., and have excited much interest, 
especially since the recent attack on Lieutenant Conder and his 
party in Galilee. The Geographical Society have contributed a 
complete set of their publications, some of the large wall maps so 
well known in London, instruments for travellers by Captain 
George, R.N. and a case of precious documents, the MS. ma 
of Beke, Livingstone, Burton, Speke, Grant, Petherick, Kirk, 
Baker, and Hayward. Among the objects to which geographers 
will turn with most interest are some excellent and truthful 
sketches of the Pamir and Eastern Turkestan by Colonel Gordon, 
an interesting series of sketches and photographs by Captain 
Chapman, lately the Secretary to the Kashgar Mission, and views 
taken in the Delta of the Oxus, by Major Wood, who accom- 
panied the recent Russian Expedition. Let us add that Mr. 
Dammann has sent his Album of Ethnology and Anthropology, 
which has already received several prizes ; and that Mr. Mark- 
man has forwarded a series of the maps published in the Geo- 


graphical Magazine. 


n the British section there are no instruments except those 
by Captain George, R.N., sent by the viel, Fa ee ociety ; 
and two useful little instruments by Captain Bailey, R.N.; and 
the only representative of our great private geographical estab- 
lishments is Keith Johnston, who sends one map, “ Case’s 
of the United States.” We cannot help regretting that the pn- 
vate enterprise of Great Britain and her colonies should be un- 
represented on such an occasion, and can only hope that matters 
will be managed better when the next Exhibition takes place. 

Holland under Group I. exhibits a diagram of the triangula- 
tion of Java, and an ingenious instrument by Holsboer for 
measuring the strength of currents by pian Among the 
charts in Group II. is one showing the course which a ship 
should take in each month of the year on a voyage from the 
Cape of Good Hope to the English Channel. There is a good 
collection of meteorological <nd other works relating to the 
Dutch East Indian ions, and in Group IV. choice 
and in some cases unique editions of the geographical works 
published at Amsterdam in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies ; there is also a copy of an atlas containing the oldest 
maps relating to the water-works in Holland ; good fac-similes 
of ancient maps; and some fine old globes of the commence- 
ment of the seventeenth century. In the same section are 
several good specimens of the curious Javanese marionnettes, 
representing persons celebrated in Hindu mythology and the 
ancient history of Java. The very excellent maps of Holland 
and of the Dutch East Indian possessions are classed under 
Group VI., and those of Japara, Semarang, and Soerakarta in 
Java, which, printed in colour not sufficiently heavy to obscure 
all rs features of the ground, are charming specimens of carto- 
graphy. at See

The Brazilian Consul General in Hamburg finds himself in a rather 
serious collision just now with the as yet local republican jurisdiction 
of that town, which, by the way, will be superseded next year by the 

eral criminal and civil law for the German Empire. A public pro- 
secution had been opened against a Hamburg skipper (Lobedanz), who 
about three years ago carried away from Hamburg and Antwerp some 
1,800 deluded emigrants to the tropical wilds and swamps of the pro- 
vince of Bahia, belonging to the planter and slave-owning family of 
Moniz, whose chief is the said Consul, now Baron de Paraguassd, for 
wilful and conscious seduction of those unhappy people, of whom 
about one-fourth part succumbed to want and misery of every kind, no 
sort of provision having been made for their reception ; while about 
600 of them were brought back to edema | in rags and tatters, 
most of them lastingly injured in their health, and bereft of 
every means of subsistence, having consumed all the property 
they had realised in leaving their native homes. Meanwhile 
the contractor for the importation of these colonists into Brazil, 
a nephew of said Consul, Senor Moniz of Bahia, together with 
said skipper pocketed a premium of 170 milreis per head awarded 
between the general Government of Brazil and the Provincial Govern- 
ment of Bahia, as in similar other cases. The proceedings in Court 
proved the falsehood throughout of the statements made by those who 
ed those emigrants for Lobedanzand Moniz, and of the promises 
made to them by printed prospectus aswell as by contracts. Nevertheless 
Lobedanz was acquitted (two years’ imprisonment having been asked by 
the publicaccuser), on theground that hehad been unconscious of the ter- 
rible consequencesof his actions. This finding of the local criminal court, 
not by a jury---atall times suspected in Germany to be subject to local 
influences and considerations—has been received with general blame all 
over Germany, the more so as during the pleadings it came out that 
the Consul himself had backed the flattering information furnished to 
those emigrants, and in consequence that the General (Reich's) Govern- 
ment had entertained a correspondence with the Hamburg authorities 
as to the propriety of withdrawing his exequatur. This assertion 
made by the public Prosecutor gave cause to Baron de Paraguassi to 
address a note tothe Senate of Hamburg requiring a reprimand of that 
officer, which was politely declined owing to the official irresponsibility 
of that person, referring the Baron to civil proceedings against him. 
These, however, he abstained as yet from, having however withdrawn 
another complaint he also had made in behalf of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment. The Consul did a wise thing in withdrawing this complaint ; 
for a discaission on it would have brought to fresh remembrance many 
evildoingss of Brazilian consuls, but too often screened by the Senate 
of Hamb urg in the supposed interest of the port, or rather of an in- 
fluential yoart of its Brazil merchants, who actually had made them- 
telves a p lan of increasing, or at least maintaining, the great coffee pro- 
duction o£ Brazil by German labourers, bound to the planters by down- 
right shameful contracts—such as in the years 1840 to 1860 were car- 
ried out by the then Consuls of Brazil in Hamburg, M. A. Araujo, now 
Viscount de Itajuba and Correa, to the utter ruin of the poor people ; 
yet, it would appear, to the satisfaction of the Hamburg authorities, to 
which they gave utterance by well known public documents and depu- 
tations, one of which even culminated in the handing of a medal struck 
ly for the jubilee of the chief culprit in these doings. It is 
ut right to say that this happened before the years 1866—which 
brought forth the North German Alliance, the forerunner of this great 
empire,

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


AMSTERDAM, JULY 28. 

The Seoond Chamber will meet on the 10th of August for the de- 
spatch of business, more especially to deal with two Bills, one ta par- 
tially re-arrange our election districts, by adding three to them, the 
other proposing to construct six new railway lines for account of the 
State. These will have a total length of 308 kilometres, and are esti- 
mated to cost thirty-six millions of florins. As soon as these Bills are 
earried—and there is, I think, little chance of their being rejected— 
the session will be closed. The Liberals are protesting against this 
summer meeting; and are of opinion that the Minister makes un- 
necessary haste, and that it had been better if these Bills were laid 
before the new Chamber, which will meet in September. I cannot 
wee the justice of these complaints ; too few material Bills have been 
carried this session. 

Some agitation exists in Roermond, province of Limburg. Some 
time ago the bishop, Mgr. Paredis, was foolish enough to issue, just 
before the communal elections, a pastoral letter, in which he recom- 
mended certain of the candidates for election. Of course this has been 

y and strongly condemned by the Liberals. The Ultramontanes 
thereupon became indignant, and in turn attacked their political adver- 
saries. I hope that things will stop here, and that no further manifes- 
tations will take place. That the Liberals have the majority in the 
country is decidedly proved by the result of the communal elections, 
which have assumed a political character because the communal coun- 
cils have to apply the lower class instruction law. In many towns and 
Villages the struggle was very hot. The same may be said of the con- 
test in Zutfen, where a member of Parliament had to be elected to 
fill the seat left vacant by the late Mr. Dam. The anti-revolution 
candidate, Baron Mackay, was beaten by the Liberal candidate, Mr. J. 
Tak Van Poortvliet, who obtained 1,519 of the 2,823 votes. The anti- 
revolutionists had done all they could to win the victory, but the 
Liberal majority was too strong. 

. The King will, before returning from his trip abroad, stay for some 
days in Paris. His visit, however, will be strictly private. The Queen 
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spends the summer at her seat het Huis ten Bosch, and will sometimes 
visit our beautiful watering-place Scheveningen, which, however, is not 
crowded this year, because measles are prevailing there. 

I derive from Onze tolk the item that in ashort time a German trans-- 
lation will be published of Multatuli’s “ Max Havelaar.” It seems that 
our East India colonies are just now occupying the attention of Gers :. 
many. Thus I read inthe Vossische Zeitung an itinerary, written by 
Mr. N. Vogel, who relates all sorts of sad stories about our East India 
colonies in general and about Atchin in particular. He assures his 
readers that he has heard uttered several times the wish that Germany 
would annex Sumatra, the Dutch Government being anxious to sell 
this island for a couple of millions. It is some consolation for us that - 
we are just now in the dead season. The one thing most improbable 
in the statement is that Germany will pay for the annexed island. 
This is quite contrary t> German policy as recently displayed. 

The King has been pleased to confer the knighthood of the Order of 
the Netherlands Lion upon the panembahan Tjokro Ali Ningrat, of 
Bankallan, and upon the panembahan Noto Koesoemo, of Sumanap. 

The annual meeting of the Dutch Missionary Society has been held 
at Rotterdam. It was shown by the report that this society employs 
sixteen misgionaries and more than 130 schuolmastera. The expenses 
have reached the sum of f.100,758.20, and the revenues f£.94,311.74. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has propused to the East 
India functionaries, who are waiting to be put at the disposal of the 
Governor-General, that they shall enter the East India army as admi- 
nistrative officers. 

Under the title of “Loudon and Atjeh,” Mr. J. I. de Rochemont 
publishes in the Vaderland an article, which is a protest against the 
protest of General Verspyck about the sensational book which was 
published by Mr. de Rechamont to justify Mr. Loudon. This polemic 
is anything but interesting. 

During the last fortnight a sum of about f.400,000 has been paid at 
Harderwyk as bounties for enlistment in the East India Army. Most 
of the candidates are foreigners. 

AwmsTERDAM, JULY 29. 

It seems to be blowing an ill wind in our political atmosphere, and 
some papers report that Mr. Heemskerk has the plan to dissolve the 
Second Chamber, because he has not a sufficient majority to govern 
with. This is, however, I think, a mere supposition. A fact it is that 
our Premier is most angry that Mr. Tak (Liberal) has beaten the. 
Clerical candidate at Zutfen. In consequence of this he issued a circu- 
lar forbidding official pereons to meddle with elections, even in their 
quality as private persons. In Gouda it is forbidden to the soldiers to 
read the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant in the barracks, and it is not 
permitted to the States functionaries to read the Nieuwe Van den Dag 
in the ministerial bureaux. These are significant signs that some coup 
is near on hand. 

Yesterday the new ten guilder pieces (gold) were put in circulation. 
They are as ugly as possible. 

The old Catholic priest, Mr. Diependaal, from Helder, is appainted 
Bishop of Deventer.

THE SHANGHAI GENERAL HOSPITAL. 

WE observed, with much pleasure, that a subject which 
has caused considerable bickering at Shanghai, as such 
subjects always do in small communities, was finally set at 
rest at the ratepayers’ meeting, held at that port on May 18, 
and by what was practically an unanimous vote, it was 
resolved to authorise the Municipal Council to assist the 
trustees in establishing the General Hospital by advancing 
them a sum not exceeding Tls. 35,000, under certain very 
reasonable conditions and restrictions. Mr. KESWICK, the 
Chairman of the Trustees, brought the motion before the 
meeting, and spoke ably in support of it, remarking that 
the Hospital was an institution which “had done great 
“‘ service, and, unhappily, it was more than likely that its 
‘“‘ services would be required in the future, especially if 
“they did not get that supply of pure water that was so 
‘‘much talked about.” Mr. KESWICK’s proposition did 
not apparently excite much discussion, for it would seem 
that, besides the seconder (Mr. IVESON), nobody addressed 
the meeting in regard to it, except Sir EpMUND Horny, 
and he spoke very heartily in its favour. He also made a 
very fair and sensible suggestion, viz., that, as now the 
community will practically advance all the money requisite 
for the establishment of the Hospital, it should have a 
greater and more important share in its government. “ It 
was a private institution,” he remarked, in conclusion, 
“and it is now to become a public one ; let, therefore, the 
“ yatepayers choose the governing body, or at any rate, a 
“large share of it.” This suggestion of the Chief Judge's 
will, probably, we should imagine, be acceded to without 
demur on any one’s part. The proposed site for the new 
building, at the end of the wharves on the Whangpoo bank, 
has been objected to for one or two reasons. It is certainly 
a somewhat distant place, but it is a place which, in the 
opinion of Mr. KEswIcK, who takes a far more hopeful 
view of the future of Shanghai than the Inspector-General 
of Customs, “ will in the course of a few years be considered 
‘‘a much more convenient site than it is at the present 
‘“‘ time, for the extension of Shanghai, judging from what 
“is now taking place, will be in that direction.” Besides, 
the Hospital is always liable to be called upon to take in 
cases of infectious or contagious disease, and in view of 
that contingency the proposed site is unexceptionable. 
Many people at Shanghai were in favour of the Howard’s 
Wharf site, at first proposed, and, doubtless, it is more 
convenient for many reasons ; but other matters have to be 
considered in regard to the position of a hospital besides 
mere convenience. Perhaps that portion of the Shanghai 
community to which we refer will be more reconciled to 
their disappointment when we tell them that an eminent 
sanitary authority, Dr. LETHEBY, who was a witness on 
July 16 before the Select Committee of the House of Com- 
mons apvointed to inquire into the much debated Hamp 
stead Hospital question, expressed his belief that it was of 
the highest importance that a hospital for contagious and 
infectious diseases should not be in a “residential” dis- 
trict, or in a place where many persons were continually 
passing, for there was no doubt that infection would be 
spread inthis way. If the new Shanghai General Hospital 
be placed on the site of Endicott’s Garden, the community 
need be under no apprehension on this score, and they 
will, no doubt, gradually come to look upon its distance 

‘from the centre of the Settlement as a blessing rather than 
a calamity, 
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LAISSEZ-ALLER IN CEYLON. 

It has been a gratifying duty on our part on more than 
one occasion to notice the commendable efforts made by 
the present Governor of Ceylon to place that promising 
colony in advance of other Eastern dependencies. The 
contents of the last files of Ceylon papers (Ceylon Times) 
have somewhat modified our previous opinion of Mr, 
GREGORY'S energy and statesmanship. Two incidents are 
recorded in those papers which reflect seriously on the 
capacity of the local Government, viz., disastrous floods, 
causing a stoppage of railway traffic and a good deal of 
destruction to property, and another outbreak of murrain 
amongst the native herds). The Government of Ceylon 
cannot, of course, be held responsible for the occurrence of 
floods or the outbreak of cattle disease, but it may fairly 
be charged with a neglect of precautions recommended 
to be taken in both emergencies by special committees 
appointed to inquire into and report upon previous similar 
visitations. In the autumn of 1872 severe floods swept 
over the low country on the western side of the island, 
causing serious damage to railway embankments and 
bridges, destroying a considerable extent of private pro- 
perty, and causing loss of life and ultimately a good deal 
of sickness. A commission of three Government officials 
was appointed to report on the best means of averting or 
mitigating similar disasters in future, and the result made 
its appearance in the shape of a Blue-book, in which, 
amongst other recommendations, was one which must 
have occurred to the most casual observer,—it was to 
the effect that the railway embankment being the main 
cause of the floods by damming back the waste water 
from the hills, more water-way should be afforded through- 
out the first thirty miles of the railway from Colom 
This advice has never been thoroughly acted upon ; a few 
openings were made at distant intervals, but not by any 
means adequate to the requirements of the case, as was 
pointed out by the local journals of the time; the conse 
quences are now too plainly visible in a fresh disaster, not 
certainly quite so terrible as that of the previous occasion, 
but sufficiently destructive and distressing. The full ex- 
tent of the loss to private parties could not be ascertained 
when the last mail left Ceylon, but it was evident that 
much privation would be entailed on the rural population 
in the vicinity of the disaster. 

Every year for a long period the herds of Ceylon have 
suffered from attacks of a disease closely allied to, if not 
identical with, the Rinderpest of Europe. So serious had 
the losses from this murrain become that a Commission of 
Inquiry was appointed by a late Governor of Ceylon, Sir 
HERCULES ROBINSON, which in 1869 submitted an ela- 
borate report on the subject, in which were a number of 
recommendations calculated to meet furure outbreaks of 
the pest. Sir HERCULES seems to have considered the 
publication of the report a sufficient return for the cost 
of the commission ; no single step was taken by him to 
carry out any of the commission’s recommendations. The 
Ceylon Times, in dealing with this subject, says :— 

No one, so far as we are aware, has ever quarrelled with the sugy 
gestions laid down by the Commissioners, or said that they were not 
admirably adapted to arrest and remedy the spread of episootio 

. The reason why they have never been put into operation ™ 
not far to seek. It is a way we have in Ceylon, to organise Commit 
sions and institute elaborate inquiries, when any panic prevails ; and 
if the source of danger happens to be removed before the report is pre 
sented, it is remorselessly pigeon-holed ; and the next recurrence of 
epidemic finds us just as ill-prepared for it as we were on the previous 
occasion, and the only use the report serves is to show how much we 
might have done and did not do. This was the case with the Cattle 
Commissioners’ Report and the epidemic of last seazon, and it will be 
the case should disease again break out, as seems only too probable. 

When we find the Government of Ceylon energetic and 
profuse in matters relating to archeology, museums, re 


Pp-| storation of Buddhist temples, oriental libraries, &c., at 


the same time indifferent to the losses sustained 
yearly by native cultivators from floods and cattle mur- 
rain, we cannot refrain from expressing our conviction that 
a grievous mistake is being made, which Governor GREGORY 
will do well to rectify with as little delay as possible. 


In our Parliamentary intelligence it will be seen that 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs has declined to esy 
whether any negotiations have been entered into with the 
Chinese Government for an indemnity for the murder of 
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Mr. MarcarRy. From the nature of the answer we are 
disposed to think that such negotiations have been entered 
on, the consequences of which may be very disastrous. 








A TREASURY minute appears in the Gazette, declaring 
Hong Kong an unhealthy port, in addition to the other 
ports in China named in the Consular Superannuation 
and Pension Act, which has already been noticed in our 
journal. Weare ata loss to know what Hong Kong has 
to do with the Act, which applies only to Consular ports.

THE CONSULAR RETURNS OF TRADE WITH 
CHINA. 1874. 

The Consular Returns of the Foreign Trade at the Treaty 
Ports of China (with the exception, as usual, of Shanghai and 
Chinkiang) during the year 1874 have just been issue , and we 
note with surprise that they consist entirely of statistics in 
& summary form. We hope that the Consuls’ Reports have 
not been discontinued from economical or other motive and 
that we may be allowed to have our statistics in the same detail 
asheretofore. The following is a concise résumé of the meagre 
tables with which we are furnished :— 


TizntTs1n.—Mr. Consul Mongan states the total value of the 
trade (exclusive of treasure) at £6,211,547, of which £387,054 
only were exports. The treasure return stands thus :—Imports, 
£409,165 ; exports, 1,197,395. The direct trade with foreign 
countries was valued at £326,329, of which the imports, amount- 
ing to £304,315, came from Great Britain, Hong Kong, Japan, 
Siam, and the Amoor provinces. The foreign and native trade 
with other treaty ports in foreign vessels amounted to £2,943,536 
and £2,941,681 respectively, but it must be noted that £476,305 
of the imports represent the value of tea entered at Tientsin for 
Kiachta. During the year 203 British vessels of 95,928 tons, 
and 372 vessels of 194,888 tons under other foreign flags, in- 
cluding 78 Chinese steamers of 46,598 tons, entered and cleared 
at the port. 


Newcuwana.—Mr. Consul Adkins values the trade, excluding 
treasure and all re-exports, at £1,395,559, made up of £811,045 
imports, and £584,514 exports. No reliable information could 
be obtained with regard to the import and export of treasure. 
The direct trade with foreign countries, including Hong Kong, 
was valued at £258,862. The difference in these totals shows 
the value of the foreign and native trade in foreign vessels with 
other treaty ports, viz., £444,283 and £686,787 respectively. 
During the year 126 British vessels of 49,934 tons, and 386 
other foreign vessels of 131,150 tons entered and cleared at the 
port. 

Curroo.-—Mr. Consul Lay reports that the total trade in 
foreign vessels (excluding treasure) was £2,680,061, made up of 
£1,974,250 imports, and £785,811 exports. The import and ex- 

rt of treasure amounted to £969,644. The direct trade with 
lorel n countries, including Hong Kong, was valued at £279,239, 
of which only £37,344 are exports. The totals of foreign and 
native trade with other treaty ports in foreign vessels were re- 
spectively £1,241,391 and £1,161,429. During the year 405 
British vessels of 186,641 tons, and 753 vessels of 342,092 tons 
under other foreign flags, together with 92 Chinese steamers of 
35,420 tons, entered and cleared at the port. 

Hankow.—Mr. Consul Hughes values the trade in forei 
vessels at £11,223,816 (including re-exports £724,031, but ex- 
cluding treasure), made up of £5,112,144 imports and £6,111,672 
exports. The treasure return is £909,358 imports, including 
£86,351 in copper cash, and £380,370 exports. The value of 
the direct trade (exports) with foreign countries was £1,685,901, 
including the trade with Hong Kong, and tea, value £437,377 
impo from Kiukiang and re-exported. The difference be- 
tween the two grand totals is the value of the foreign and 
native trade in foreign vessels with other treaty ports, divided 
thus :—£5,957,571 and £3,580,344. The value of the exports, 
destined for Great Britain, India, or the Colonies, but carried 
first to other Treaty Ports, was £4,235,888, including tea and 
silk re-exported, value £663,379. During the year 389 British 
vessels of 334,144 tons, and 524 other foreign vessels of 347,861 
tons entered and cleared at the port. 


Kiuxiana.—Mr. Vice-Consul King values the trade, exclud- 
ing treasure and re-exports, at £4,156,400, made up of £1,179,896 
imports, and £2,979,504 exports. The treasure return stands 
thus :—Imports £565,658, exports £167,222. The direct trade 
with foreign countries, including Hong Kong, was only valued 
at £21,893, all exports. The respective amounts of foreign and 
native trade in foreign vessels with other Treaty Ports were 
£3,768,855 and £375,652. During the year 46 British vessels of 
17,118 tons entered and eleared at the Vice-Consulate. Accord- 
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ing to the Customs’ Register, 770 vessels of 587,922 tons, under 
all foreign flags, and 144 Chinese steamers of 56,668 tons entered 
and cleared during the year on their voyages to and from Han- 
kow ; in this number the 46 British vessels above mentioned 
are also included. 

Ninepo.—Mr. Acting Consul Forrest values the trade in 
foreign vessels at £4,352,722 (excluding treasure but including 
re-exports), made up of £2,198,845 imports and £2,163,877 
exports. The treasure return is £310,023 imports and £555,921 
exports. The direct trade with foreign countries, including 
Hong Kong, amounted to £636,628, of which only £2,052 are 
exports. The difference between the two grand totals is the 
value of the foreign and native trade in foreign vessels with 
other Treaty Ports, divided thus—£1,175,016 and £2,541,077. 
During the year 84 British veasels of 35,384 tons and 506 other 
foreign vessels of 350,421 tons entered and cleared at the port. 

Foocuow.—For some reason the returns from this port are 
drawn up in a totally different way from the preceding. The 
total general imports and exports were valued at £4,966,743, but 
this refers only to the direct trade with foreign ports, including 
Hong Kong. The British exports alone amounted to £3,644,812, 
Of the indirect, 2.¢., coast or river, trade the total value was 
£762,966, £675,523 being in British vessels. The treasure re- 
turn is incomplete. During the year 400 British vessels of 
283,649 tons, and 104 other foreign vessels of 41,771 tons were 
entered and cleared at the port. 

Tamsuy.—Mr. Acting Vice-Consul H. J. Allen states the 
value of the trade at £507,671, besides treasure, of which the 
imports and exports amounted to £182,976. The trade with 
Hong Kong is valued at £243,393. The respective amounts of 
foreign and native trade in foreign vessels with other Treat 
Ports were £103,222 and £155,747. During the year 86 British 
vessels of 25,768 tons and 51 other foreign 
tons entered and cleared at the port. 

Taiwan.—Mr. Consul Gregory values the trade in foreign 
veasels at £767,100 (excluding treasure), nearly equally divided 
between imports and exports. The amount of treasure imported 
and exported was £266,958. The direct trade with forei 
countries, including Hong Kong, amounted to £404,487. The 
difference between the two grand totals is the value of the 
foreign and native trade in foreign vessels with the other Treaty 
Ports, divided thus—£169,329 and £193,284. Sugar to the 
value of £324 was sent to London, x4 Amoy. During the year 
137 British vessels of 40,638 tons, and 176 other foreign vessels 
of 44,462 tons entered and cleared at the port. 

Amoy.—Mr. Acting Consul Phillips values the trade, ex- 
cluding treasure but including re-exports, at £4,063,458, made 
uP of imports £2,279,812 and exports £1,783,646. The amount 
of treasure imported and exported was £321,781. The direct 
foreign trade is valued at £2,443,660, the imports slightly ex- 
ceeding the exports ; in this amount is included the trade with 
Hong Kong. The respective amounts of foreign and native trade 
in foreign vessels with other Treaty Ports were £974,774 and 
£651,965. During the year 623 British vessels of 373,135 tons 
i other foreign veasels of 152,324 tons entered and cleared 
at the port. 

Swatow.—Mr. Acting-Consul Frater values the trade, in- 
cluding re-exports but excluding treasure, at £4,630,040, made 
up of £3,318,508 imports and £1,311,532 exports. The treasure 
return stands thus :—Imports £175,467, exports £702,769. 
The direct trade with foreign countries (nearly all with Hong 
Kong) amounted to £2,234,567. With the exceptioa of £1,375, 
partly re-exports, the trade with other treaty ports in foreign 
vessels was entirely in native hands. During the year 680 
British vessels of 396,773 tons and 306 other foreign vessels of 
139,672 tons entered and cleared at the port. 

Canton.—The total trade of the port in foreign vessels was 
valued at £6,657,828 (including re-exports, but excluding

'8" | treasure), made up of £1,985,701 importa and £4,672,127 ex- 


sian The direct trade with foreign countries, in which category 
ong Kong is included, amounted to £4,610,470, exclusive of 
treasure ; of this total 60-64 went to land and colonies, 3-64 
to North America, and 1-64 to South America. The difference 
between the two grand totals given is, with the exception of 
£8,395, the value of the native trade in foreign vessels with 
other treaty ports. The value of Canton’s direct trade with the 
British isles was £422,178. The treasure return is £723,998 . 
imports, and £330,919 exports, or a total of £1,054,917 (all 
Hong Kong). During the year 1,384 British vessels of 587,831 
tons, and 200 other foreign vessels of 104,671 tons entered and 
cleared at the port. These returns are not signed by Sir D. B. 
Robertson, and we, therefore, conclude that they are simply 
Customs statistics re-arranged. 

-in conclusion, we would call attention to two serious defecta 
in the returns contained in this Blue-book, the one being the 
want of uniformity in the way in which the Consuls deal with 
re-exports, and the other the utter absence of comparative 
tables, without which, of course, it is impossible to see whether 
the trade of the ports is increasing or diminishing. The Fo-— 
reign-office would render a service to the mercantile community 
by instructing Her Majesty’s Consuls to remedy these defects in 
the future, and by further directing them all to make up their 
returns in one and the same way. 
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| THE PEKING HOSPITAL. 

We have received the Thirteenth Annual ex 72% of the Peking 
Hospital, by John Dudgeon, M.D., C.M. edical missions 
in China are more useful institutions and do more good than 
many people give them credit for, and if exception can be made 
in favour of any one of them, we are inclined to think that the 
Peking Hospital, in connection with the London Missionary 
Society, is the most useful, for its influence extends to higher 
grades in the Chinese social scale than are commonly to be met 
with where most medical missionaries are established. Our 
readers will probably remember that this Hospital was founded 
by Mr. Lockhart in the latter part of 1861; its thirteenth 
au inal report by his successor, Dr. Dudgeon, is now before us, 
and will be found very interesting reading. The total number 
of patients prescribed for during 1874 was 18,894, classed thus :— 
new out-patients, males 7,287, females 1,670, and old out-patients, 
males 8,310, females 1,627 ; in addition to these there were sixty 
in-patients. No less than 1,916 of the patients were treated for 
ague, a fact which testities to the great prevalence of that affec- 
tion at Peking, where a few years back it was almost unknown. 
Dr. Dudgeon furnishes “short notes of the more important 
medical and surgical cases” which came under his hands during 
the year, and as—to quote his own words,—“ these reports are 
destined chiefly for the unprofessional reader,” we would, if we 
may be permitted to make the suggestion, counsel a little more 
reticence in this respect in future years. The paragraph on 
small-pox is noticeable, as it furnishes some information concern- 
ing the late Emperor’s fatal illness. Passing over the remainder of 
the medical notes, we come to the most interesting part of the re- 
port, viz.,that part which shows how Dr. Dudgeon’s varied labours 
at Peking are appreciated by the Chinese. He maintains that 
there is no foundation for the common notion that the Chinese 
are destitute of gratitude, or even fail to express their thankful- 
ness for benefits conferred upon them. The gratitude of his 

tients has taken a variety of forms ; “there is,” he says, “the 

thank you,’ the bow, the salaam, the courtesy, the sotow, the 
determination to spread abroad your fame, the presentation of 
gilk and paper scrolls and tablets, of handsome wooden tablets. 
hese tablets are very expensive in many cases, . . . 

they are lacquered or handsomely painted, or gilt or varnished, 
and they are brought in great state through the principal 
thoroughfares, with bands of music playing and banners float- 
ing in the air, to the hospital, where they are erected under the 
eaves of the wards, amidst the patients and friends and ad- 
miring crowds.” Further on he says, “The eaves of the various 
buildings, and, in fact, almost every available space in the hos- 
pital, is already taken up with tablets. With the exception of 
the Goddess of Mercy, the hospital can boast of the largest 
number of tablets in Peking. ‘Those erected by well-known 
ministers of State, governors or viceroys of provinces, princes, 
&c., are especially handsome ; these carry great weight in the 
minds of the ple, and have tended much to the fame and 
stability of the ospital.” Some personages, again, of the 


highest rank have willingly given pin refaces for one or | & 
lished. 


two works which Dr. Dudgeon has pu All this is very 
satisfactory, and not less so is the appreciation which the Chinese 
lave shown for a book-shop and a reading-room which were 
started in connection with the hospital. In regard to the latter, 
we are told that the President of the Board of Civil Office, a 
high and well-known dignitary of the empire, most kindly 
gave the sanction of his name and pen to a tablet for the ruom, 
while “it is not an uncommon thing to find the shop filled 
with savants, or to see official carts almost daily in front of 
the door.” We would gladly enlarge upon this theme, but the 
7 eae at our disposal will not admit of it. Suffice it to say that 
there can be no doubt that the medical mission at Peking is 
doing really good work in the cause both of Christianity and 
of civilisation ; and it will be all the more enduring from its 
being done silently and unobtrusively. The remainder of Dr. 
Dudgeon’s report is occupied with “ Notes on Mongol Practice,” 
by the Rev. J. Gilmour ; an Abstract of Thermometrical Ob- 
servations at Peking during the year ; and the Statement of the 
Income and Expenditure of the Hospital in 1874. The estab- 
lishment is evidently conducted with a strict regard to economy, 
showing large results for small means, and malic that it will 
meet with that encouragement and support from the benevolent 
which it so richly deserves. 
FRANCE AND THE FAR EAST. 

-_ We find in a French parliamentary report on the estimates of 
the department of Foreign Affairs for 1875-76 some figures with 
reference to the development of the trade between France and 
the Far East. In 1857 the total of French exports and imports 
to and from the Far East did not reach ten millions of francs. 
At the end of the subsequent period of ten years, viz, in 1866, 
it reached thirty millions, but the yearly average of the whole of 
that period did not exceed fifteen millions. But in 1867 it rose 
to fifty-six millions, and to 107 millions in 1869. It remained 
at the last figures, on an average, during the five following years. 
The said totals represent only the direct trade between France 
and the Far Eust, and not the business carried, to at least as 
great an extent, ugh the medium. of foreign, and specially 
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English commerce. It is to be remarked, besides, that the 
figures apply only to what is called, in French official lan 
“special trade,” that is, the exchange of the produce of French 
coilana manufactures against commodities imported for French 
consumption.

DOCKING NAVY SHIPS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—Amongst the naval items of news from China I observe 
that the Audacious, flag-ship of Admiral Ryder, was to be 
docked at Yokoska, the dock belonging to the Japanese Imperial 
Government. I cannot help thinking that, considering there is 
a large dry dock in Hong Kong, belonging to and worked by 
English enterprise, the Government might, in the matter of 
docking their ships, give the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock 
Company what benefits might arise from such patronage ; of 
course, in small matters of repair the naval yard at Hong Kong 
is sufficient for all requirements, but in heavy matters, such as 
docking an ironclad, private British interests, locally situated in 
China, might be considered above those of the Government of 
Japan. The dock at Hong Kong is large enough, and the 
artisans connected with the works are of sufficient skill, as was 
proved by the successful docking, repairing, and undocking of 
the Jron Duke, the former flag-ship on the station, and sister 
ship to the Audacious. Trade is depressed enough in China at 
the moment, and it is hardly fair that our own Government 
should desert the enterprises of their colony and give preference 
to that of Japan.— Yours &c., Hora Koxe.

JUDICLAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
: THE “INDUS” AND THE “ ABBOTSFORD.” 

This was an appeal from a decree of the Judge of the High Court of 
Admiralty of the 25th of January last. The suit arose out of a colli- 
sion between the steamships Abbotsford and Indus in the English 
Channel, off Dover, on the morning of the 24th of November last. The 
Indus, which belonged to the P. and O. Company, is a veasel of 2,234 
tons, manned by a crew of 150 hands, and at the time was on a voyage 
from London to Bombay with a cargo of merchandise. She was in 
charge of a licensed Trinity pilot. The Abbotsford, a ship of 1,697 
tons, with a crew of 88 on board, was on her way from Antwerp to 
New York, with a large number of passengers and a general cargo. The 
case on the part of the Abbotsford was that she had stopped off Dover 
in order to take a pilot on board, and that, while in waiting, she ob- 
served the Zndus on her port quarter at a distance of a quarter of 
mile. The Zndus made no change in her course in spite of the loud 
warnings of those on board the Abdotsford and the result was a colli- 
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Sion in which both vessels were more or less damaged; on the other 
hand it was contended that the collision was caused by a sudden change 
in the steering of the Abbotsford, attributable to negligent and reckless 
navigation. The Judge of the Court below considered the Abbotsford 
alone to blame ; hence the present appeal. 

Their Lordships, after hearing the ents at considerable length, 
allowed the appeal, and reversed the judgment of the Admiralty Court, 
with costs, vs 

YEAP CHEAP NEO AND OTHERS V. ONG CHENG NEO AND OTHERS. 

This was an appeal from a decree of the Supreme Court of the Straits 
Settlements, dated July 24, 1872, and which decided a question as to 
the meaning of a will made by a Chinese widow. The suit was ori- 

inally brought by the present chief respondent, who was the sister of 

e testator, Oh Yeo Neo, a Chinese woman, who died at Penang in 
July, 1870, and who had previously appointed thé present appellants 
her executors. The defendants disputed the validity of the will as 
applying to the appellants on the grounds that the disposal of certain 
funds and property were void as creating a perpetuity, and were 
also void for uncertainty, both as to the persons intended to be bene- 
fited and as to the period for which the trust was intended to endure. 
Among the purposes referred to for which the funds were to be used 
were the reservation of certain plantations for a family burial-place and 
the maintenance of a house called “Sow Chang.” That building was a 

ent erection of wood, in the shape of an elmira or cupboard in 
which was enshrined the ancestral tablet with the ashes of the joss 
sticks burnt before it from time to time. The tablet consisted of a 
wooden board about twelve inches in height and four inches broad, 
having an inscription in front announcing the name of the deceased, 
the date of death, and the names of the deceased’s children and 
ndchildren, and at the back the date of the deceased's birth. 
t was first taken to the burial ground, where joss sticks were 
burnt before it, and then brought home and placed in the shrine with 
the ashes of the joss sticks. There it was worshipped by the deceased’s 
family every morning, and especially on the anniversary of the death, 
when joss sticks were again burnt before it. Great respect was said 
to be paid by the Chinese tothe ceremony. The appellants, in answer, 
contended that the trusts were valid, and that the chief respondent 
was only an illegitimate child of the testator’s mother. The case in 
the Court below was decided in favour of the plaintiffs, the judge 
finding that several aged Chinese testified to being present at the mar- 
riage ceremony sixty years previously, and that the father and mother 
referred to were always received in society as husband and wife, and 
that the trusta were specially void as to perpetuity from the fact 
that the burial-place, Low Chong Sing Chew, and other purposes for 
which the gifts were made, were not of acharitable nature. An appeal 
was aceordingly made to the Judicial Committee. Mr. Hemmings, Q.C., 
and Mr. North appeared for the appellants, and Mr. Stephens, Q.C., 
and Mr. C. Russell represented the respondents. Their Lordships 
found in favour of the respondents on all points, and decided, therefore 
to advise Her Majesty to dismiss the appeal with costa. 


THE CHARGE AGAINST MESSRS. COLLIE. 

At the Guildhall Polive-court, on the 28th ult., Mr. Alexander 
Collieand Mr. William Collie surrendered to their bail before Sir 
Thomas White, to answer the charge of obtaining large sums of money 
from the London and Westminster Bank by means of false pretences. 
Sir Henry James, Q.C., prosecuted, and Mr. Serjeant Ballantine and 
Mr. Pollard appeared for the defendants. 

Mr. Percy Sanderson said he was partner in the firm of Sanderson 
and Co., 63, Lombard-street. His partners were Richard Manners 
Sanderson, Henry Gurney, and William Brown. They were bill 
brokers, but were not carrying on business now. While they were in 
business it was very large. Their general course of dealing was that, if 
the bills were approved, they discounted them,—in some instances 
they gave a cheque for the amount, less discount, and, in others, 
they passed the amount, less discount, to the credit of the firm. 
Their transactions in the course of the year would represent 
millions. Those discounts were not all done with their own money. 
Their practice was to discount certain of the bills with bankers 
or others, or to place them as security against loans. That 
was the practice of bill brokers. He had known the firm of 
Alexander Collie and Co., and done business with them for upwards of 
five years. They had an office in Leadenhall-street and in Manches- 
ter. In the course of business he saw Mr. Alexander Collie. He did 
not remember seeing Mr. William Collie on business matters. The 
practice was that a clerk brought the bills in an envelope, and the 
amount of those approved, less discount, was put to the credit of the 
firm, and they drew against it. Mr. Alexander Collie took an active 
pert in the business. During the five years that they did business with 

essrs. Collie it was a very large one, amounting to £8,000,000 a year. 
Those bills he passed to the London and Westminster Bank. Sir H. 
James then proposed to read one of the bills as a sample of the rest. 
The bill was for £2,000, at six months, for value received, and pur- 
ported to come from Manchester. On the face of it there was 
Account, A.C. and F. W. underneath, and 8S. Goods. It was 
accepted by Alexanderand Sons, but some of their bills varied in the 
initials, and were for “account,” and not for goods. Sir H. James 

to ask the witness what would those marks and figures con- 

vey to the mind of a commercial man. Mr. Serjeant Ballantine ob- 
ected, and suggested that if he were overruled he wished a note should 
made of his objection. Sir Thomas White said it was a most im- 
portant question, and one that should be answered. Mr. Sanderson 
centinued—Those letters and words would convey to his mind that 
there would be to the amount of the bill applicable to the - 
ment of the bill. He connected the letters on that bill with certain soade: 
Cross-examined : He had never taken a bill with those marks upon it 
without, believing that it referred to goods. He looked upon the words 
“for value received,’ without anything else, as conveying to his mind no 
more value than the words “your obedient servant” at the bottom of 
a letter. He attached no im ce to the words “for value re- 
osived’ without the letters. he had known that those bills did 
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not represent goods, he would not have discounted to so large an 
extent. 
At this stage of the proceedings the defendants were remanded until 
Ee 4th prox. on the same bail as before, and left the court with their 
iends.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 
The following is an analysis of the report which Vicomte de 

will present to the general meeting of the Suez Canal Bondholders. It 
will be remembered that M. Aimé de Lesseps’s recent negotiations at 
Constantinople respecting the Canal dues were suddenly broken off, 
and various statements as to the cause have lately appeared in the Eng. 
lish and foreign press. These assertions are more or less incorrect, but 
the fact that certain representatives of foreign countries have been 
openly accused of interfering with M. de Lesseps’s negotiations with the 
Porte renders tho present report peculiarly interesting. The document 
is divided into four parts. The first, or dnancial statement, is to the 
effect that in 1874 the real expenditure was f.17,500,000, and the re- 
ceipts f.26,300,000. Interest will therefore be assured to the share- 
holders, and the undertaking has commenced to pay. Thesecond part 
treats of the way in which the Canal and the ports are maintained. 
The Canal is kept in a good navigable state, but no improvement or 
novelties will be introduced into the system. All works of this nature 
which had begun were at once suspended on April 29, 1874, ‘the day 
on which 10,000 armed men came to force on M. de Lesseps the new 
arbitrary tariff prepared at Constantinople by the representative of the 
British Government—a tariff, moreover, which violates the contract of 
concession.” The company, however, kceps the entrance to Port Said 
clear by means of the continual use of a powerful dredge, and the work- 
shops provide everything which may from time to time be necessary. 
The part of the report referring to the working of the Canal shows 
the increasing development of traffic. The ships which pass from the 
Mediterranean to the Red Sea and vice versa are every day of larger 
size. The official tonnage at present in use is incorrect, and the conse- 
quence is, says M. de Lesseps, that no control is possible, and most 
ships are freighted to “double their registered tonnage.” This system 
of false tonnage was, remarks M. de Lesseps, imposed upon the com- 
pany by force. He says :— The overloading of ships has become 
scandalous, and is not only a great source of loss to the shareholders 
of the Suez Canal Company, but, what is worse, is the inevitable cause 
of numerous shipwrecks. Official tonnage must one day necessarily 
express the real capacity of the ship. On that day shipowners may 
easily be prevented from freighting their vessels with cargoes superior 

to their registered tonnage, and many human lives will be saved.” 





THe Mission Frerp 1n Carva.—On the 29th ult. three new mis- 
sionaries were to sail for China, and in connection with their departure 
a special prayer-meeting was held by the China Inland Mission, when 
a blessing was invoked on the labours of the new aspirants for carry- 
ing the gospel into the heart of China. The Christian thus de- 
scribes the three new labourers in the China mission field :—‘ Mr, 
Cameron, from Mr. Guinness’s East-end Training Institution, fol- 
lowed. He is a tall, strong, vigorous Scotchman, and speaks with 
great feeling, evidencing not a little spirited perception and cultivated 
intelligence. His remarks upon the words of the Master, “ Follow 
me,” were very impressive, and gave the key-note to his own life of 
proposed devotedness to that Master’s service in China. Mr. Nicoll, 
also from the Institute, at once won the sympathies of those present. 
With a heart that has learned not a little of the ways of God in a 
peculiar school of experience, he has laid himself and his motherless 
child upon his Lord’s service in that distant land. The words he 
spoke on Friday night were few, but deeply solemn and touching. 
Mr. Clarke, the third missionary, has been for some eight or nine years 
a fellow-labourer with Miss McPherson, working in Spitalfields, and 
visiting even Canada, as the needs of her work demanded. His expe- 
rience in dealing with souls has been considerable, and his address on 
the present occasion, given with a view to reach the unsaved who 
might be present, was marked with singular power, and all the signs 
of a true evangelistic gift. We are quite sure our brother, by God’s 
grace, will ably do the work of an evangelist.” 

Tug Adventure, 2, iron screw troupship, 2,510 tons, 1,227-horse 
power, condemned as unfit for further service, is now being dismantled 
at Chatham Dockyard, and her stores are being returned to the Dock- 
yard, and to the Gunwharf. Assoon as the task of dismantling her 
has been effected the ship will be put out of commission and her crew 
paid off. It may be well to mention that the se of Yedo, in which 
Yokohama lies, is noted for its propensities for fouling ships’ bottoms, 
and we do not think our men-of-war, which, for the most part are idle, 
take advantage of lying-up in the fresh water rivers of China. This 
plan, as ia well known, tends in a great measure to kill off the barnacles 
and salt water weeds which cling to ships’ copper. The P. and O. Ser- 
vice are most careful in this respect, their steamers being sent to 
Whampoa, to lie in the Canton river, whenever a spare week free from 
work offers itself. ; 


Monetary avd Commercial, 


The directors of the London and County Bank have decided 
to pay an interim dividend forthe half-year ended 30th June 
last at the rate of 16 per cent. per annum, and to carry forward 
a balance of £82,762, which, with £75,000 taken from the re- 
serve fund, will be retained to meet any exceptional loss arising 
from the recent failure of Alexander Collie and Co., whose drafts 
upon various firms, amounting to £213,398, held by the bank 
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have not been, or will not be, paid at maturity or in full. The 
reserve fund on the 30th June, after the above deduction of 
£75,000, stood at £636,895. The distribution at the correspond- 
ing period of last year was at the rate of 20 per cent. per annum, 
and £29,279 was carried forward. 

Messrs. Schulze and Mohr, a firm in the East Indian trade, 
have suspended payment, with liabilities estimated at £300,000, 
most of which will fall on Continental houses, but most of the 
creditors are said to be secured. The firm was established in 
1863, and has been looked upon as of good standing. It is 
stated that the immediate cause of failure has been speculations 
in corn. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Alexander Collie and 
Co. the liabilities were stated by Mr. John Young, of the firm 
of Turquand, Youngs, and Co., at £1,889,785, against estimated 
available assets amounting to only £250,542, or about 2s. 6d. in 
the pound. Other assets, representing £551,850, are considered 
of a very doubtful character. The books have been very regu- 
larly kept, but the accounts have not been properly adjusted, 
and there has apparently been no profit and loss account as re- 

rds the Tontion firm for the past ten or twelve Phe At 

anchester a profit and loss account had been made up regu- 
larly every six months, from which it appeared that there had 
been a profit during the past ten years of something like 
£312,000, but a large outstanding account in Manchester and 
London, known as the “ cotton suspense account,” had not been 
taken into consideration. When that was done the whole of the 
rofits vanished, and a large deficiency was apparent. Mr. A. 
bollie had drawn from the business £123,103, a portion of which 
was expended in the purchase of houses, furniture, pictures, &c., 
Mr. Collie stating that he had only taken at the rate of £6,000 
a year for the past ten years for personal expenses. Mr. W. 
Collie joined the firm in 1870, and had drawn at the rate of 
£10,000 per annum, or £4,900 beyond the amount authorised. 
The bad debts, amounting to £223,198, were expected to realise 
only £10,000. In 1870, when Mr. Yule retired from the firm, 
the capital at Manchester was £90,000. Pending the sale by 
auction of Mr. A. Collie’s house and furniture in Kensington- 
palace-gardens, it was resolved to adjourn the meeting till the 
3rd proximo, when it is proposed to place the estate in bank- 
ruptcy. 

Ato meeting of the creditors of Messrs. J. P. Westhead and 
Co. the liabilities were stated at £317,900, and the assets at 
£301,727. It was decided to pay the creditors in full in four 
quarterly instalments, with interest at the rate of 4 per cent. ; 
and that the business of the firm should be transferred to a 
public company. 

With reference to the estate of Mr. C. G. McClelland, trading 
in London and Glasgow as McClelland Bros. and Co., and at 
Singapore as William Spottiswoode and Co., which is being 
liquidated under the inspection of the Bankruptcy Court, it is 
notified that a meeting of creditors will be held on the 23rd 


inst.
